WASHINGTCN, May 18 (AP)— 
The House Banking Committee 
voted 13-to-4 today for another 


year of federal rent control. 


The bill it approved provides, | 


however, that controls shall end 
Dec. 31 in cities that do not vote 
to continue them until June 30, 
1951. 

The present rent control law 
expires June 30. The committee's 
action sends the bill to the House 
with a recommendation for pass- 
age.

The House measure, sponsored 
by Chairman Spence (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky,‘has these main provisions: 

1. Continuation of the federal 
control powers to June.30, 1951. 

2. Increased “local option” 
provisions whereby localities 
can determine whether they 
want further controls. A city 
would have the puwer at any 
time to vote out controls. Once 
taken off, no rent ceilings could 
be reimposed in a particular lo- 
cality. 

3. Rent controls to end auto- 
matically Dec. 31 i. all locali- 
ties where the local governing 
body or the people in refer- 
endum do not decide to con- 

tinue the controls to June 30, 
1951.

ATLANTIC MINISTERS SET UP

Permanent 12-Nation Board, Announced as 
Parley Ends, Ordered to Develop and 
Co-ordinate Armed Forces. 


LONDON, May 18 (AP)—The 
12 North Atlantic Treaty nations 
tonight ordered their new central 
command to line up quickly the 
means of carrying out their de- 
fense plan for western Europe. 

Winding up the four-day meet- 
ing of the Atlantic foreign min- 
isters’ council, Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson said the West has 
made “genuine and_ substantial 
progress” toward achieving col- 
lective security aga:nst Commu- 
nism. He said the

HEW UNON CONTRAT 


Announces It Will Apply for 
Phone Rate Increases 
in 9 States. 


ATLANTA, May 18 (AP) — 
Southern Bell Telephon Co., and 
the CIO Communication Work- 
ers of America have agreed on 


a new contract without a general 
wage increase. 

The company announced it 
would seek rate increases in nine 
southeastern states to finance the 
new contract. 

The agreement, coming after 
more than four months of nego- 
tiations, affects more than 43,000 
non-supervisory employes in 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Kentucky, 
North Carolina, South Carolina 
and Tennessee. 

The agreement will become ef- 
fective on approval of national 
union officials and ratification by 
the union membership. 

The union's last public demand 
Was a 15-cents-an-hour “pack- 
age” wage increase, hike, a work 
week of 35 hours instead of 40. 
a revised wage scale nad reclassi- 
fication of wage schedules in 
many towns and cities. 

The general wage increase and 
shorter work week were not in- 
cluded in the agreement. But| 
the company will reclassify 27 
cities and towns for higher wage 
schedules and will revise the 
wage scale so an employe can 
reach top wage after six and a 
half years. Under the old con- 
tract, which expires in June, it 
took eight years to reach the 
top wage. ; 

Southern Bell said the com- 
pany would be forced to go be- 
fore the state public service com- 
missions immediately and request 
additional rate increases. 

Hal Dumas, Southern Bell 
president, said: “Eight general 
Wage increases have been grant- 
ed to our employes in the last 
10 years. These increases have 
been costing the company an- 
nually about $24,000,000 more 
than the rate increases author- 
ized during the same period.”

For Shorter Ball Games. 
ERE we go again. Regular- 
ly each baseball season, 
Somebody complains that 

ball games are running too long 
and urges that somebody do 


sometning about it. Hank Green- 


berg of the Cleveland Indians 
is the latest to speak out. He 
told Ed McAuley of the Cleve- 
land News that it was ridiculous 
for games to be running so long 
and that the entertainment 
would be much better if base- 
ball could get back to two-hour 
games. 

Greenberg cited the fact that 
21 Cleveland games thus far 
had averaged two hours and 28 
minutes. One game in New 
York, a 5-4, nine-inning affair, 
lasted two hours and 56 min- 
utes. Hank said long games 
“tire out everybody, the fans, 
the players and the umpires.” 

The pitchers, in Hank’s opin- 
ion, are largely responsible for 
the stringing out of games, and 
three of the four suggestions he 
makes to reduce the time of 
game goncern the hurlers.

REENBERG might have 

mentioned several other 

factors, most of them in- 
volving the pitchers. Some hurl- 
ers seem to take forever be- 
tween pitches as they peer to 
get the catcher’s sign and then 
shake it off. The rule book 
says that a pitcher, taking his 
position at the start of an in- 
ning, shall be permitted practice 
pitches, not to exceed eight, and 
that the practice pitches shall 
not take more than one minute. 
Also, with nobody on base, the 
umpire shall calla ball if the 
pitcher fails to throw the ball 
within 20 seconds after taking 
the pitching position. 

Rarely, however, has an um- 
pire ever done anything about 
a slow-working pitcher.

Usually Old Pete, wasting no 
time catching signals, and even 
switching on his own catcher 
without notice if he saw the 
batter change his stance or his 
grip on the bat, seldom re- 
quired more than an hour and 
45 minutes.

The time-consuming base 
on balls was a rare thing when 
he was on the hill. 


Fans Never Complain 


About a Long Contest. 


REENBERG, summing up 
Gris indictment of the long 

ball game, points out that 
the cash customers, at night 
games, seldom get home before 
mid-night, and that it will be 
hard to retain those customers, 
especially the fans who have to 
get up early the next morning, 


unless the time of game is cut. 

One point that Greenberg 
overlooks is the possibility that 
the eash customer likes the 
long ball game, figuring he gets 
more for his money than in a 
snappy 1:45 affair.

And they also pointed 
out that the cash customers 
must like a long show, because 
they turn out in such large 
numbers for a double-header.

$900,000,000 Rise Reported in March —

NEW YORK, May 18 (AP)—The 
climb in inventories this spring 
leads,some observers to wonder 
whether we face another inven- 
tory recession like those of late 
1948 and early 1949, and, if so, 
at what point will rising inven- 
tories give the tip-off on the next 
slump. 

Others hasten to point out that 
inventories are still well in line 
with the advancing national in- 
come and the continuing boom in 
sales of durable goods. They 
count heavily on the common 
sense which most business men

HERE are plenty of obstacles 

to be overcome at all times in 

getting choice, fresh foods to 
your table. The biggest one is, of 
@ourse, weather which governs 
gr@wing conditions. Then there 
are problems of quick handling, 
proper care in retail stores, and 
transportation. This week, to add 
to the difficulties of produce men, 
we had the railroad strike. While 
it has now been settled, its effects 
in the way of some shortages and 
erratic prices are expected to be 
felt through this week-end. Every 
effort was made to move per- 
ishables as soon as the strike 
ended, but it will take a little 
while for the normal flow of pro- 
duce to be resumed. Because we 
are centrally located and much of 
our goods reaches us by truck, 
the condition is not as serious as 
in some other localities. 


Fortunately, the homegrown 
items are now appearing with 
regularity and in quantity. De- 
‘spite the rainy, cool weather we 
have had there are plenty of 
greens such as spinach, turnip 
tops or mustard greens. Last 
week saw homegrown field leaf 
lettuce and some hothouse toma- 
toes from  out-state Missouri 
added to the list, the latter at 
pretty high prices.

GG production is at a terrific 

peak right now, with egg qual- 

ity excellent because we have 
not yet had any really hot weath- 
er, and prices well in line. In 
fact, you could well build your 
meal around eggs. If you haven't 
tried French fried deviled eggs, 
there will never be a better time. 
Simply prepare deviled eggs by 
your favorite recipe, then press 
the halves together. Dip the whole 
deviled egg in raw egg beaten 
with a little water, then in fine 
dry bread crumbs, and fry in 
deep fat. Serve with a mushroom 
or tomato sauce, potatoes papri- 
ka and a fresh green vegetable, 
and you won't care too much if 
meat prices do soar. 

We might also mention that 
skinned whiting is a particularly 
good buy right now. This is sea 
food—not a river fish—and while 
it is always reasonable for some 
reason it is a special bargain this 
month. 

Taking a look at the fruit sit- 
uation, there have been some new 
arrivals this week. A “first of 
the season” item was California 
freestone cherries, the Chapman 
and Tartarian varieties.

Ice cream and cake 
or cookies are so fitting to serve 
as desserts for these occasions. 

You can do all manner of clever 
things with ice cream. If you 
make your own, you can turn out 
a dessert that has eye and flavor 
appeal. Coffee May baskets can 
be just the things for the dessert 
and drink course that is the 
prelude to the bride’s shower. If 
you like, you can serve these 
with small helpings of cake or 
cookies. 

Coffee May Baskets. 


One-half cup sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon soluble coffee. 

One cup dark corn sirup. 

Four teaspoons butter or mar- 
garine. 

Six cups cornflakes. 

Coffee ice cream. 

Mocha sauce. 

Combine sugar, salt and soluble 
coffee; add corn sirup slowly, 
stirring to blend. Cook over low 
heat, stirring occasionally to 242 
degrees (soft-ball stage). Remove 
from heat; add butter or mar- 
garine; pour over cornflakes; toss 
lightly with fork until well mixed. 
Cool enough to handle. Form into 
six rings. Fill centers with coffee 
ice cream. Serve with Mocha 
sauce. Yield, six servings. 


Coffee Ice Cream. 


Two teaspoons soluble coffee. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

One teaspoon cornstarch. 

Three-fourths cup hot water. 

One-half pint heavy cream, 
whipped. 

Mix soluble coffee, sugar and 
cornstarch; add hot water; cook 
20 minutes in top of double boiler, 
stirring frequently; cool. Fold in 
whipped cream: Freeze in tray 
of automatic refrigerator until 
firm, stirring after one-half hour 
and again at end of one hour. 
Yield, six servings. 

Or, blend one tablespoon sol- 
uble coffee with one package pow- 
dered ice cream mix. Proceed ac- 
cording to package directions. If 
a stronger coffee flavor is desired, 
use four teaspoons coffee. 

Mocha Sauce. 

Blend one tablespoon soluble 
coffee with one cup canned choco- 
late sauce; heat gently. Serve 
warm. Yield: Six servings. 

Rainbow Party Cake. 

Prepare a cake batter, using 
your own or one of the prepared 
cake mixes for white cake.

To Freeze: For each three cups 
sliced berries mix in one cup su- 
gar (either beet or cane) gently, 
until completely dissolved. Pack 
in moisture-vapor-leak-proof con- 
tainers, leaving 12-in. head space. 
Freeze at —20 degrees fahrenheit: 
store 0 degrees fahrenheit. Serve 
over short rings while still frosty. 


Short-Rings: To three cups of 
biscuit mix (or three cups sifted 
all-purpose flour, four and one- 
half teaspoons baking powder, one 
teaspoon salt and six tablespoons 
soft shortening), stir in one-fourth 
cup beet or cane sugar, two ta- 
blespoons melted butter or marga- 
rine, one slightly beaten egg and 
enough milk to make two-thirds 
cup of liquid. Roll dough into 
15x10 in. oblong, one-fourth-in. 
thick. Cut in one-half-in. wide 
strips, 10-in. long; braid each 
three strips together; shape each 
braid into three and one-half-in. 
circle; dampen ends and pinch to- 
gether. Bake on cookie sheet in 
hot oven (450 degrees) 8 to 10 
minutes or until light golden 
brown. Place warm Short-Rings 
on individual dessert plates, spoon 
on a generous amount of frozen 
berries or sliced, sweetened straw- 
berries (three cups of berries to 
one cup beet or cane sugar). 
Serves eight. 

Crown this sparkling dessert 
with Frosty Cream: Whip two 
cups heavy cream; as it thickens, 
gradually add one-half cup beet or 
cane sugar. Stir in one-fourth 
teaspoon vanilla extract. Fold in 
two stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Turn into a refrigerator tray; 
freeze to mushy consistency. If 
firm, remove from refrigerator to 
mellow five to 10 minutes before 


serving. Yield: Three cups.

Such super- 
vision is split between the Secre- 
tary of State’s office and the 
Public Safety Department. 

Improved records on motorists 
to facilitate detection and stricter 
control of problem drivers. ¢ 

Avoidance by law enforcers of 
such unnecessary arrests as would 
eventually “array public opinion 
against traffic law enforcement.” 

Relief of congestion on city 
streets by provision for off-street 
parking. 

Better lighting on heavily trav- 
eled city streets and dangerous 
intersections of suburban high- 
Ways. ° 

More careful selection of school 
bus drivers. 

Doing away with the “fix” 
traffic cases. 

Expanded traffic safety educa- 
tion in schools. 

Hiring of at least one full-time 
traaffic engineer in cities of 50,- 
000 to 100,000 population. 

State inspection of passenger 
ears semi-annually in places 
where local inspections have not 
been provided for.

from “Othello.” 

Yesterday Mrs. Joyce Hornstein 
asked the Maryland Court of Ap- 
peals to uphold her divorce from 
Bernard Hornstein, Navy Depart- 
ment employe. 

She related this story: 

Hornstein had been reading 
Shakespeare aloud for several 
weeks. On the night of Sept. 15, 
1948, he came to the death scene 
from “Othello.” 

This tells how the jealous Moor 
smothers Desdemona with a pil- 
low after saying “thou art to die,” 
and she pleads, “oh banish me 
my Lord but kill me not,” and 
then, “kill me tomorrow and let 
me live tonight.” 

Hornstein’s voice grew menac- 
ing, she said, adding: ‘He said: 
‘That is exactly how I am going 
to do it.’ 

“He said: ‘Come over here 
Joyce,’ taking me to the window, 
‘you see how it is getting dark.’ 
And he said: ‘I mind very much 
throwing people out. If you don't 
go I will kill you.’” 

She said she left the same 
night. Later she was granted a 
divorce. 

Hornstein, who denied making 
any threats, appealed on the 
ground that he should have been 
awarded the decree. The appeal 
was taken under advisement.

Whose? 


Who owns the Department of Justice? 

Does it belong to the officials who staff it? 
Or does it belong to the American people? 

Whom is the Department of Justice supposed 
to serve? Is it supposed to serve the employes 
who are hired to conduct its business? Or is it 
supposed to serve the employers who pay the 
bill—some 150,000,000 citizens? 

These are not idle questions. These questions 
are gravely pertinent because of the incredible 
case of Ellen Knauff. Mrs. Knauff, as readers 
of the Post-Dispatch know, is the war bride of 
a combat veteran, who has been barred by the 
Department of Justice as a so-called “security 
risk” without ever being told why. 

Consider only the latest developments in this 
astonishing case. 

Late Tuesday afternoon the United States At- 
torney in New York, acting for the Immigration 
Service, asked authority in the Federal Court of 
Appeals for immediate deportation of Mrs. 
Knauff. This request was refused by Judge 
Augustus Hand. Judgé Hand said any proceed- 
ings could wait on arrival of the court decision 
in due course—some 15 days. 

With this, the Immigration Service—a unit of 
the Department of Justice—decided to set it- 
self above the ruling of Judge Hand. It or- 
dered Mrs. Knauff to Idlewild airport for re- 
turn to Germany the next morning. The res- 
ervation on the plane was marked “no publicity.” 

If this was not in contempt of court, it was 
at the very least flagrantly contemptuous of 
Judge Hand. But it was also already flagrantly 
contemptuous of Congress. A House Judiciary 
subcommittee had held a hearing to which it 
had brought Mrs. Knauff from Ellis Island un- 
der subpena—the only way it could get to talk 
with her. After that the Judiciary Committee 
recommended unanimously the bill to admit her, 
sponsored by Representative Walter of Penn- 
sylvania, a Democratic veteran of the House with 
18 years of service. Then the House, on May 2, 
passed Mr. Walter’s bill unanimously. 

Only Justice Jackson's last minute Supreme 
Court stay order saved Mrs. Knauff from this 
second “lynch law” deportation which the Im- 
migration Service tried to ram through. What- 
ever the “security” case may be against this 
little survivor of Hitler’s persecution of the 
Jews, it cannot possibly justify the star cham- 
ber record of Department of Justice. It cannot 
justify vindictiveness. It cannot justify stealth. 

There is no question that vindictiveness was’ 
at the bottom of the “no publicity” overnight 
order to the airport for rush deportation. The 
Director of Immigration at New York, Edward 
J. Shaughnessy, gave it all away. When Justice 
Jackson’s stay reached him by telephone, Mr. 
Shaughnessy said: “I was afraid of that.” 

What was the Department of Justice afraid 
of? Was it afraid to permit the processes of 
justice to work? Was it afraid of the reaction 
of citizens who believe in fair dealing for all? 
Was it afraid that it could not get away with 
this Fascist-like scheme in the light of day? 

We venture to predict that no more tricks 
of this sort will be tried by the Department 
of Justice in the Knauff case. After the blis- 
tering it got from Justice Jackson—a former 
Attorney General—the Department of Justice 
doubtless will pay closer attention to historic 
rules and procedures for appeals to the Su- 
preme Court. 

The scene now moves to the Senate where 
several Knauff bills are pending. The subcom- 
mittee consists of Senators Donnell of Missouri 
and McCarran of Nevada. They can and should 
help remove this blot from America’s case be- 
fore the world by a prompt recommendation to 
the Judiciary Committee. 

Meantime, Attorney General McGrath ought 
to ask himself how satisfied he is with the rec- 
ord in the Knauff case.

Whom is it supposed to serve? 
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A Rose Is a Rose 


It was a saddening bit of news that, which 
came forth from the bowels of Washington Uni- 
versity’s cyclotron. Roses are to bloom above 
the cyclotron’s roof. But will they be affected 
by atomic radiation? Not on your half-life. 
Technician Albert Schulke announced that they 
would be plain pink and red roses. 

And in so doing he cruelly shattered a bevy of 
the finest hopes a headline has ever spawned. 
For we had been weighing the prospects of a 
rose without thorns emerging from this sweet 
combination of the esthetic and the scientific. 

Perhaps even an atomic rose, whose radiations 
would, without necessity of gardeners’ interven- 
tion, automatically dispose of aphids and all 
those other blights with a strange affinity for 
the rose. And think what powers a woman 
wearing attar of atomic rose might possess! 

But it is not to be. Now all that is left for 
ruminative passers-by to ponder as they eye the 
roses is whether honeysuckle might not have 
looked better. 
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President and Politician 

A great deal of breath has been wasted both 
in denouncing and defending President Tru- 
man’s Western tour. 

Let us grant that the whole journey was a 
political one in the sense that it was designed 
to mobilize support for Mr. Truman’s program. 
Is that so very startling? Is it improper? In 
point of fact, the line between a President as 
statesman and the same President as politician 
is extremely difficult to draw. Almost every 
act of any President—including his acts of omis- 
sion—has political overtones simply because he 
holds the highest political office in the land. 

What seems to offend some of Mr. Truman's 
critics most is the fact that this Western tour was 
paid for by the taxpayers. If he is going to 
behave like a politician, they want it done at 
the Democratic party’s expense. 

The sense of injustice that rankles in Repub- 
lican breasts can be understood. After all, if 
they wanted to send Bob Taft on a “non-political” 
tour, they would have to dig up the money 
themselves. A good case could be made for 
financing a Republican rebuttal junket out of 
public funds, just as radio networks try to bal- 
ance free time for political speeches. 

Lacking something like this, the Republicans 
can't do much about their handicap except to 
endure it as a cost of being out of office. 

For it is important that the presidency and 
the problems of government be kept close to 
the people. It is important that the complex 
issues of a complex age be thoroughly debated. 
It is important that a great many Americans 
should feel a sense of participation in their 
government at Washington. 

Mr. Truman's tour served all of these pur- 
poses. They are so valuable that it really 
doesn't matter too much whether he went as 
President or as politician. 

A President on the stump is especially yseful 


to a functioning democracy in the off years be- 
tween presidential elections. By tradition and 
habit, millions of voters stay away from the polls 
in the off years. In 1946, for example, the total 
popular vote for Congressmen fell almost 
10,000,000 below that for President in 1944. 

If President Truman’s campaigning this year 
can bring to the polls in November only some 
of the many who would normally stay away, the 
relatively slight cost of his “non-political” tours 
will be a worthwhile investment—no matter 
who wins the elections. 
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Peace Also Wears Armor 

The Americans and their 11 Atlantic Pact 
allies are scratching their heads over the old 
“guns and butter” puzzle. And there is no point 
in glossing over the fact that they are having a 
hard time trying to fit the jigsaw pieces together. 

All are agreed that a solid military front 
should be maintained against the threat repre- 
sented by 3,718,000 Russian and satellite troops 
under arms, not to mention the potential 
strength of millions more. This means manning 
a 2000-mile line that meanders from Norway’s 
North Cape to the Strait of Messina. It calls for 
at least 50 divisions, supported by the necessary 
air and naval forces, by 1953. And as the Ameri- 
can representatives in London have been hear- 
ing for the last few days, this involves an ex- 
pense which hard-pressed Western Europe finds 
difficult, if not impossible to assume. 

True, the United States has promised a billion 
dollars in military aid. A quick look at our 
own military budget shows that such a sum does 
not go very far when it comes to buying jet 
fighters, tanks and other up-to-date fighting 
equipment. Yet our allies cannot be accused of 
being niggardly about defense appropriations. 
Congress has devoted 6.4 per cent of the Amer- 
ican budget to defense. Britain has earmarked 
7.6 per cent; France, 4.9 per cent; Holland, 7.7 
per cent; Italy, 6.3 per cent, and so on. The 
economies of these nations cannot stand much 
more. 

The problem must be solved within these 
terms. It has been suggested that the Western 
allies might put greater reliance on atomic 
bombs. This would mean stockpiles in Britain 
and perhaps on the Continent. Congress, how- 
ever, will not hear of this—even now that the 
Russians have the bomb. 

Aside from the bomb, it is suggested that the 
military forces of Western Europe be welded 
into a single army. This is an advance over the 
policy now represented by Gen. Montgomery at 
Fontainbleau. Logic indicates that such a force 
would be more efficient and probably less ex- 
pensive than a dozen armies, each trying to 
maintain all the essential military services. Such 
a merging of military “sovereignty” might well 
lead to closer economic and political co-ordina- 
tion. But is Congress, in its present mood, 
ready for such an arrangement? 

The one bright thought which rises out of 
these considerations is that the West certainly 
is not planning aggression. If the West were 
bent on war, the instruments of war would be 
forged quickly enough. But in our precarious 
days, Peace also wears armor. Hence the pres- 
sure for solving the “guns and butter” puzzle. 
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That Nazi “Revival” 


There is no reason to fear a revival of Nazism 
in West Germany simply because a high per- 
centage of former Nazis are employed in public 
office there. On that point, Reinhold Maier, 
Minister President of Wurttemberg-Baden, and 
Maj. Gen. Charles Gross, American commis- 


sioner for the state, are agreed. And they are, 


we believe, correct. 

And both are probably correct in their ex- 
planations of why the former Nazis have re- 
turned to office, even though the explanations 
differ. Maier says it is because able officials 
who were not members of the Nazi party are not 
available. Gen. Gross attributes it to the tight 
clan spirit of the German upper caste. 

There is indeed an acute shortage of leaders 
on all levels in West Germany, a shortage re- 
sulting in large measure from Hitler’s deter- 
mined efforts to weed out any potential opposi- 
tion. Yet the current shortage has been accentu- 
ated by German officials’ refusal to make use of 
the services of untried, new blood. 

But if these twin blocks to the development 
of democracy are allowed to drag on indefi- 
nitely, then there is indeed reason to fear a 
revival of Nazism, or something similar. For 
that reason, the foreign ministers of Britain, 
France and the United States acted wisely 
when they decided to pace the relaxation of 
occupation controls according to the speed with 
which prospects for “true democracy” do de- 
velop.

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Subsidies in the Open 

What happens all too frequently when men 
talk politics instead of facts was illustrated 
when Senator Taft turned his Truman counter- 
blast on the Brannan plan. All the old cliches 
about regimentation were brought into play. 
Most such ammunition probably is too tired to 
reach its mark, but it takes up time which 
might well be devoted to intelligent criticism. 

Senator Taft, for example, talked of “con- 
cealed subsidies.” Such subsidies have been 
characteristic of farm aid in almost all of its 
transmutations since World War I days. Nobody 
can give the real cost of the present program or 
that of its predecessor. This is because they 
were designed to tax the consumer to keep food 
prices above a fixed level. It is easy enough to 
determine the amoust of this tax bill. It is im- 
possible, however, to make even a good guess 
as to how much more is taken out of the con- 
sumers’ pockets by so completely suspending 
the law of supply and demand. 

The one outstanding virtue of the Brannan 
plan is that it would bring most farm subsidies 
into the open. Food would be sold for what it 
would bring on the market. [f that price fell 
below a determined figure, a direct payment of 
the difference would be made to the producer. 
For once, the whole subsidy would be there for 
all to see, not partly concealed, iceberg style. 

This is why there should be a limited trial of 
the Brannan plan on two or three commodities.

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Either Missouri made the mule famous, or the mule made Missouri 
famous, but this stubborn creature is now passing into legend, 
writer says; he was a gallant pioneer on American farms; he fought 
in wars and helped build nations; now the tractor has done him in.

Toll the funeral bell, chant the dirge, 
shed the furtive tear; for the mule, with 
ears flapping and hard tail swinging, is 
walking into limbo. He'll be a mule to 
the last; he won’t walk fast and he’ll balk 
but he’ll get there, nevertheless. 


This honest, homely workman is a vic- 
tim of progress. History will probably not 
do him’ justice, for his reputation among 
those who know him only by hearsay is 
not pretty. To the layman he has the soul 
of Beelzebub, the disposition of a mother- 
in-law with the tooth- 
ache, and he can’t 
be trusted; but to a 
Missouri mule skin- 
ner the mule is the 
noblest of all God’s 
creatures. 


The mule has en- 
riched the American 
language; no animal 
has inspired so much 
profanity, so much 
concentrated vituper- 
ation. Either you 
laugh at a mule, or 
you swear at him. 


No poet has sung 
his fame, and few 
painters have cared 
for his unhandsome 
profile. He is purely 
a utilitarian beast, 
a creation of man when he diverted one 
of nature’s laws to cross two noble crea- 
tures, the horse and the ass, to make 
a hybrid. 


“Never Bet on a Mule” 


Today, the mule prophets of yesterday 
are without honor even in their own state. 
The tractor has put the mule out of busi- 
ness. As a result, Missouri mule barns 
stand untenanted, auction yards are quiet. 


Unjust as the legacy of the Missouri 
mule may seem, there are those who say 
he is only getting his just desserts. The 
mule has had a bad reputation throughout 
history. The Spanish say, “He who wants 
a mule without fault must walk.” 


Missouri folklore swelis at the seams 
with homely wisdom about the mule. “Nev- 
er bet on what a man can do, or what a 
mule will do,” and “The best way to put 
a mule in his stall is to hire someone else 
to do it.” 

The first mule to set foot on the soil of 
Missouri came into the state from Mexico. 
However, the Mexican mule, originally 
from Spain, proved inadequate for the 
hard, endless labor of the American fron- 
tier, and the now famous Missouri mule 
was invented. 


An All-Purpose Animal 


Kentuckians sent blooded jacks and jen- 
nets into the state, and Ohio farmers sent 
large, strong mares. The result was a 
large-boned, shambling animal, weighing 
between 1100 and 1200 pounds, an animal 
which did not have a peer anywhere. 


Good mules and good horses are seldom 
found in the wake of armies, and the 
South in 1870 was no exception. A vacuum 
existed in mule raising and Missouri 
quickly took steps to fill the void. In 1870 
Missouri stood seventh among the states 
in mule population; in 1880 it stood first. 

The state’s reputation justified a picture 
which frequently appeared at this time. 
Below an illustration of two mules being 
led by their halters was the caption, “In 
mules Missouri stands at the head—the 
only safe place.” 

The growth and expansion of America 
during the latter part of the nineteenth 
century can be told, in part, in terms of 
mule statistics. There were mules for al- 
most every purpose: sugar mules, cotton 
mules, tobacco mules, banana mules, log- 
ging draft mules, levee mules. 


There was even a class called potato 


mules, animals which were sent to the 
potato fields of Maine. 

They built the railroads, logged the 
forests, plowed the fields and harvested 
the wheat. Teams of eight, 12 and 16 
powered the reapers and the combines. 
They groaned and sweated and kicked— 
but they did not stop. The coal mines em- 
ployed them, the Army utilized them and 
foreign countries purchased them. 


The mule population of the United 
States increased up until 1925, and then 
the years of decline set in. In 1925, there 
were 5,918,000 mules on the nation’s 
farms. From that time to the present, 
there has been a steady decrease. 

The mule had a brief day after World 
War II. With one foot in heaven, he still 
packed a tremendous wallop in the other. 
When the war ended, the Missouri mule 
was called upon to help with the biggest 
repair job in recorded history. The United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Admin- 
istration purchased 20,500 mules. 


Pity the Poor Chinese 


UNRRA turned over a_ considerable 
number of Army mules, veterans of vig- 
orous service in the Pacific, to Chinese 
farmers and cart drivers. According to 
dispatches from Shanghai at the time, 
each of these erstwhile Army mules was 
given, before his naturalization, a thor- 
ough course in Chinese language training, 
“sufficient to condition him to obey the 
hissing commands of Chinese masters.” 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, in com- 
menting on the incident, pointed out that 
nothing but disaster could be in store for 
the unfortunate Chinese mule driver. Not 
only was he inexperienced in handling 
such creatures as American mules, but 
should he chance upon a Missouri mule, 
his prayers would avail him little. 


An animal whose soul had been tem- 
pered by the lusty curses of Missouri 
farmers and who had felt the iron hand 
of the G.I. mule skinner would probably 
only lay back his ears in response to the 
singsong pleading of a Chinese cartman. 


Contrary to the Last 


What mule would heed “You vile de- 
scendant of evil and malformed Missouri 
abominations, will you not be pleased to 
pull my plow!” 

On the occasion of President Truman's 
inauguration, four sorrel mules, as em- 
blematic as anything can be of the sover- 
eign State of Missouri, were brought from 
the President's birthplace, Lamar, Mo., 
and given a place of distinction in the 
inaugural parade. 

The Missouri mules, the only four of 
their kind in the country with white tails 
and white manes, somehow sensed the 
honor which was bestowed upon them. 
They behaved in a very un-mulelike man- 
ner, almost like gentlemen, and walked 
quietly amid the tumult and shouting 
about them.

Between Book Ends 


Clear but Gloomy Verse 


GUIDE TO THE RUINS, by Howard Nemerov. 
dom House, 54 pgs., $2.50.) 

Today readers usually pick up a book of 
poems fearing the contents will be both 
obscure and pessimistic. Mr. Nemerov es- 
capes the former. His dry, wry, compact 
creations are clear, but in this clarity, the 
pessimism is unmistakable. 

Many of the poems treat of the familiar 
theme of disillusionment with war, two 
specifically of the bitterness of returned 
heroes. There are a number on Zionism 
and the problems of the Israelites, but at 

the same time, as an 

indication of the au- 
thor’s cosmopolitan- 
ism, the poem “Car- 

ol” is a fresh, origi- 

nal treatment of the 

Christmas theme. 

The poems have a 
kind of religious and 
prophetic fervor, but 
their uniformly quer- 

- ulous and carping 
tone eventually be- 
comes monotonous. 

They share the third 

fault of modern 

poetry in being 

gnarled and desic- 
cated by an unwillingness to “let go,” 
amounting almost to a fear of using spec- 
tacular phraseology. This is best illus 
trated in some lines patterned on ballad 
style: 

Brother against his brother fought, 

Slavery was sweetly bought. 

Up from Egypt then did come 

All the chosen and then some. ... 

Some would maintain thie passage is not 
poetry at all in a contemporary sense, be- 
cause of its denial of Yeats’ influence in 
“did come,” with an expletive padding out 
the line, and the profligate colloquialism 
in line four. The title, by contrast, is “If 
I Forget Thee, O Jerusalem,” so that the 
total effect is to make one refer nostaigi- 
cally to Psalm 137 and continue those 
haunting lines, “let my right hand forget 
her skill... .” 

Passages such as the one quoted from 
“Guide to the Ruins” incline one to believe 
that modern poets wish deliberately to 
forget their skills. In some minor respects, 
too, Mr. Nemerov has been either un- 
skilled or careless. The word “blood” in 
one form or another occurs 18 times in 10 
poems out of the 40 in the volume, and 
such standbys as “death,” “bones,” “heart” 
and “lust” are used repeatedly, the last on 
at least two occasions being rimed with 
“dust.” Poetry being a kind of distillation, 
“the best words in the best order,” these 
lapses are inexcusable. 

A volume of this size must be wrought 
like a jewel, and such je-vels call for the 
hand of Benvenuto Cellini rather than that 


of Gutzon Borglum.

Chancellor Attacks Idea That is 


Science Is in Conflict 
With Humanities. 


A bronze bust of Chancellor 
Arthur H. Compton of Washing- 
ton University was unveiled and 
dedicated yesterday at the Student 
Center on the university campus. 

The bust, a work of Janet Gregg 
Wallace (Mrs. Henry A. Schroe- 
der), was presented to the uni- 
versity by Rooert Harris Cobb, 
president of the St. Louis Acad- 
emy of Science, and was formally 
accepted by Daniel K. Catlin, first 
vice president of the board of 
directors of the university cor- 
poration. 

Chancellor Compton, addressing 
guests at the reception following 
the dedication, attacked the idea 
that science is in conflict with 
the humanities in 
sysiems. 

“Science provides a necessary 
'basis for examining the concepts 
of life,” he said, “although it does 
not make the choice of our des- 
tinies for us.”

Child's Name

NAMB its a symbol of personality when applied to a per- 
A son and it takes on meaning and wields influence beyond 

the mere sound of the word. “Call a dog a thief and he 
will steal,” carries truth in it. A child's name should be 
respected, given its full sound, spoken with affection, so that 
the child feels he is loved and respected. Given that coveted 
acceptance, he tries to live up to it. 

If this is not granted him, if he is called a nuisance, a 
brat, a good-for-nothing, he is likely to live up to that, or try 
hard to. His name as pronounced by adults becomes his Self 
to him and he accordingly does his best to make it shine. 

* * 

WHEN A CHILD is called a “brat” it is usually with a 
smiling toleration of his childishness, his bad manners, his 
way of being a nuisance. But the word has implications of 
unacceptance and the child catches them and reacts accord- 
ingly. His bad manners become worse, his behavior more an- 
noving. He shows how well he can live up to the name. This 
is not fair to any child. 

There are just two reasons, to my mind, why a child is 
the sort known in some circles as a “brat,” neither of which 
he can. be held responsible for: he has been neglected by his 
mentors or he is mentally defective. In either case he is the 
victim of conditions beyond his control. The adults who label 
a child in this fashion would better get to work to cure the 
situation as quickly as possible before the condition becomes 
a fixed one. 

Give a child his right name. Pronounce it clearly and in 
tones that imply the dignity of his personality. Pet names 
are used in petting children; they need petting, but that passes 
with infancv. Pet names should be kept for private and rare 
use. The child's name is the one he must live up to, and the 
stronger it sounds the better for him.

THOSE WHO SELECT names for children have a graver 
responsibility than they realize at times, considering the names 
children bear. Naming them for some famous person, some 
great leader, is risky. The child with the high-sounding name 
may be greatly embarrassed by it later when he is quite un- 
able to make it shine. Naming children for any famous person 
still living is risky, too. People often change through the 
years. Naming a child for some respected member of his own 
family, for his father, his mother, a grandparent, is a good 
plan. John, James, Mary and Jane are names that anybody 
can wear proudly and live up to nobly.

The Finer Points of Outdoor Cooking 


Some Ideas for Backyard Chefs Past the Steak-and-Ribs Stage 


By Hoyt Alden 


FAIRLY hefty volume could 

be written on the subject of 

backyard cooking, and _ in 
view of the fact it is becoming 
a national pastime, somebody 
probably will. When they do they 
will point out that backyard 
cooking isn’t necessarily synony- 
mous with barbecue, no matter 
what they tell you down in Texas 
—where they barbecue everything 
including pancakes — and that 
there is more to backyard cooking 
than steaks, hamburgers and ribs. 

Of course it’s a good idea to 
master those items before you 
branch out, and in a recent col- 
umn I gave some good pointers 
on the three dishes. But the time 
will come when you will feel 
your gastronomic oats and want 
to branch out a little, and when 
you do you will discover there 
are a lot of things you can do on 
your barbecue pit. 

Take, for instance, chicken. It 
makes a fine outdoor dish, and 
the primary equipment consists of 
the chicken, a long handled fork, 
a pair of tongs, a long handled 
brush, a pair of gloves and a fire 
that has burned down to a nice 
bed of coals. 

Use fryers. Cut them in half 
and then get busy and make your 
sauce. The variations of sauce, 
as I have said many times, are 
endless, but here’s one given me 
by a Missouri Negro chef who 
frankly admits he’s a master at 
barbecue, and I'm not inclined to 
doubt his word. Like this: 

Melt a fourth of a pound of 
butter. Add a cup of vinegar, a 
cup of water, a half cup of ketch- 
up, two tablespoons of Worcester- 
shire sauce and the juice of a 
lemon. Now mix together a table- 
spoon of dry mustard, two table- 
spoons of chili powder, a pinch 
of cayenne, a teaspoon of black 
pepper, a teaspoon of salt, a fourth 
cup of sugar and two crushed bay 
leaves. Add this to the rest of 
the mixture, and then add two 
garlic cloves, minced, and a large 
onion, grated. Cook it all to- 
gether about 10 minutes. 

Now paint the chicken halves 
with olive oil, douse them in the 
sauce, and broil them over the 
fire. When they’re almost done 
toss them in a roasting pan which

has been getting hot alongside 
your fire, move the pan over the 
flame, pour the rest of the sauce 
over them and let them cook until 
they're done. That’s living.

AN IMPORTANT BRANCH of 
backyard cooking is skewer cook- 
ing, and any man who doesn’t 
own a set of metal skewers with 
sharp points on one end and 
rings for handling on the other 
should be blackballed from the 
lodge. 

The scope of skewer cooking is 
so wide it takes in almost any- 
thing, including beef, veal, sau- 


sage, liver, onions, mushrooms, 
bacon and tomatoes. 

Try this, for instance: Skin and 
cut in half several kidneys. Dip 
them in olive oil, sprinkle them 
with salt and pepper, and put 
them on skewers with generous 
pieces of bacon and quartered to- 
matoes in between. They'll be 
done in about 15 minutes, and 
they'll open your eyes to the pos- 
sibilities. 

* * 

LAMB IS particularly good 
when skewered, and a good way 
to do it is like this: 

Get some lamb that has a little 


fat left on it. Cut out the gristle, 
pound it well, and cut it into two 
inch squares. Then make a sauce 
with a fourth of a cup of olive oil, 
the juice of two lemons. a half 
clove of crushed garlic, two table- 
spoons of onion pulp, a dash of 
dry mustard and black pepper 
and salt. 

Mix the sauce well and brush 
the meat with it and let it stand 
a while. When you're ready to 
g0, impale the meat on the skew- 
ers and grill it. basting it from 
time to time with the rest of the 
sauce.

* * 

A GOOD PORK AND VEAL 
job is done like this: Cut Pieces 
of pork and veal a half inch 
square and alternate them on the 
skewers. Roll them in seasoned 


flour and then in beaten egg volk. 


Last, roll them in bread crumbs. 
Grill them until they’re nice and 
brown, and then toss them in a 
roasting pan along with a cup of 
consomme and let them cook 
until they’re done through and 
tender. 
- * * 


_AS YOU CAN SEE, the skewer 
dishes are limited only by your 
own inventiveness. The possibil- 
ities are almost endless. For ex- 
ample, there is a skewer of sweet- 
breads and bacon which will make 
you famous as a backyard cook. 

Poach the sweetbreads first by 
starting them in cold water and 
bringing them to the boiling 
point. Cool them in cold water. 
remove the fibers and roll them 
in olive oil seasoned with salt 
and paprika. 

Then cut them in one-inch 
cubes and put them on the skewer 
alternately with hunks of bacon. 
Brush them generously with but- 
ter and roll them in bread crumbs 
mixed with minced parsley. Broil 
them slowly, provide slices of 
lemon for seasoning and take a 
bow.

TO ROUND OUT a backyard 
meal featuring any of these 
dishes, provide plenty of one or 
more of the following: roasting 
ears, grilled tomatoes, potatoes 
baked in the coals and a good 
tossed salad.

NE dav last winter I was in- 
0 vited to the booth in the ar- 

mory at Park avenue and 
Thirty-fourth street, run by the 
Police Athletic League here. 
There I saw the police commis- 
sioner proudly showing some pic- 
tures—the work done by voung- 
sters — youngsters who have be- 
come the friends of the policemen 
in their neighborhoods instead of 
their enemies. 

Not many of us know what the 
Police, Department does to pre- 
vent crime. We think of them 
primarily as protecting us in the 
city streets, but an equally impor- 
tant part of a policeman’'s daily 
routine is the continual lookout 
for delinquent children—to pro- 
tect us from future criminals.

CATCHING A CRIMINAL, 
bringing him before a court and 
putting him into prison, neither 
prevents crime nor rehabilitates 
the criminal. For that reason 
during the last 20 vears the New 
York City Police Department has 
worked, through its Police Ath- 
letic League and its Juvenile Air 
Bureau, intelligently and consist- 
ently, to prevent crime. 

They study the case of every 
delinquent youngster, find out his 
particular problem and the fac- 
tors in his environment which 
brought about such delinquency. 
Then they obtain all the assist- 
ance they can from the commu- 
nity, the church, the school, so- 
cial agencies, the recreation agen- 
cies, inorder to offer the boy or 
girl a friend instead of an enemy. 

They try to bring out the good

Last year 
alone 300,000 children were served 
and these are the children who 
otherwise would be left to their 
own devices for finding an outlet 
for the never-ending energy of 
youth.

One-Man Sitdown Against Income Tax 


Cleveland Corporation Lawyer Hasn't 
Paid in 10 Years, Challenges U.S. 
Levy as Confiscatory, Unconstitutional

CLEVELAND, O., May 18. 

RED N. ACKER is a stubborn 

man, He hasn't paid any Fed- 

eral income taxes in 10 years 
and he doesn’t intend to start pay- 
ing now. He isn’t in jail and he 
isn't a fugitive. To hear him tell 
it, he’s even had trouble making 
the Government mad enough to 
prosecute. 

A pint-sized corporation lawyer 
with impressive business holdings 
and a trial attorney’s gift of gab, 
Acker is obviously no ordinary 
tax dodger. For one thing, he 
says he is motivated by principle, 
not profit. If he should by any 
chance manage to prove his point, 
Uncle Whiskers might suddenly 
find himself in the awkward fix 
of having to dig up a new source 
for about 30 billion dollars of the 
Government’s annual earnings. 

Acker’s one-man rebellion may 
still be squashed without much 
commotion. But it could also turn 
into the scrappiest tussle since 
David aimed his slingshot at Go- 


liath. 


The peppery  Clevelander 


doesn’t dispute Uncle’s right to 
collect income taxes. 
thinks the rates are too high. He 
says they’re confiscatory, uncon- 
stitutional and a threat to liberty. 
His outspoken beliefs take in far 
more territory than those held by

Miss Vivien Kellems, the Con- 
necticut cable-grip manufacturer. 
She contends only that the tax 
people have no right to make

typical letter says 
‘Give ’em hell’ or some- 
thing like that and usually 
contains a dollar bill,” he says. 
“Whenever the writer gives an 
address I send the money back. 
I've also refused help from some 
big tax organizations and an out- 
right donation of $10,000 from 
the president of one of the city’s 
largest banks. I’m making this 
an individual fight. Other people’s 
money would spoil it.” 

Acker says he found the anti- 
tax spirit particularly militant 
among the ladies. ‘“‘Most of the 
calls I get are from women,” he 
reports, “and they’re highly emo- 
tional about it. I was surprised 
to see women get so excited 
about taxes.” 

He evidently hopes that in case 
he is convicted his partisans will 
elevate him to martyrdom, and 
there are indications that this is 
one reason why the Government 


has been slow to take after him. 

The man who has seen fit to 
challenge one of the basic pre- 
rogatives of his Government is an 
unmistakable product of the 
system he feels destined to save. 
He was born in Cleveland 54 
years ago, the son of a book- 
keeper. He attended high school, 
college and law school at night. 
His first job was a $15-a-month 
messenger for a subsidiary of 
United States Steel. At this job, 
he says, he was able to acquaint 
himself with enough tricks of the 
trade to interest a rival concern 
in his services and “by the time 
I was 21 I had made a lot of 
money and had a desk two doors 
from the president’s office. It 
was ducksoup.” 

By his own admission he was a 
handy man around a court room, 
but as an organizer and manager 
of corporations he was really tops. 
Today he owns substantial inter- 
ests in companies employing 
about 300 persons and doing a 
total of perhaps $1,000,000 worth 
of business a year. The firms 
make plastic products and hy- 
draulic cylinders for trucks and 
other heavy equipment. One is a 
“financial institution” that thrives 
in the loan business. 

“I’ve been exposed to indus- 
try,” Acker explains expansive- 
ly, “and you sort of catch these 
businesses like a disease. They 
all had very small beginnings and 
prospered. Some did well during 
the war, of course, but I wouldn't 
say they were war babies.” 


Acker is a small man, quick on 
his feet and nimble in an argu- 
ment. He usually wears rimless 
spectacles, likes immaculate navy 
blue suits and loves talking and 
reading. He has three grown 
children. His oldest daughter is 
a nun, the other daughter is a 
dietician and his son is studying 
to be a Jesuit priest. Acker at- 
tends church regularly but is 
quick to say that he doesn’t con- 
sider himself a “particularly good 
man.” 

His favorite way of passing 
time is to prowl among the non- 
fiction books of his large library 
and he prides himself of the way 
he keeps on top of world news. 
He reads The New York Times 
and The Wall Street Journal 
daily, scans the three Cleveland 
papers for local doings and makes 
it a habit to buy at least one addi- 
tional out-of-town paper every 
day. The Chicago Tribune and 
The London Times are among the 
_—— on his casual reading 

st. 

He says he has “no particular 
politics” and even voted for 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1932. He 
considered this a mistake, how- 
ever, deciding later that the Pres- 
ident was “chiseling away at our 
philosophy of Government.” By 
1940 he was determined to 
“tackle this proposition.” His ac- 
tion amounted to a= sit-down 
strike directed at the Collector of 
Internal Revenue. 

“I always bought and sold a lot 
of securities in my own name,” 
Acker relates, “and the Govern- 
ment gets direct reports from the 
brokers on such transactions. Of

course they’re a little heavy- 
handed on tax cases, but I knew 
they'd be around to see me sooner 
or later.” 

As it happened, however, it was 
Mohammed wno went to the 
mountain. In 1941, Acker says, 
he had to see the tax people on 
another matter. An official said, 
“What about your own tax, Mr. 
Acker?” and the lawyer replied 
that he entertained certain ideas 
on that score and was hoping to 
have them tested. The Govern- 
ment man was puzzled and indi- 
cated his belief that Uncle Sam 
was a pretty big man to buck.

669 N 1942 or 1943,” Acker 
| picks up the story, “some- 
one from the agent's office 
came and wanted to know why 
I didn’t make a return and I 
told him. He was just a young 
fellow and took a rather dim 
view of what I was. doing. 
Then I guess they wanted to try 
another personality on me. This 
next young fellow’s father was a 
lawyer. Very nice young fellow. 
In fact, they were all extremely 
nice, these Government fellows. 

“Well, I spent most of the time 
lecturing to this young man on 
the decline of our liberties. At 
the end I think he was more or 
less convinced. I told him to go 
to his father, the lawyer, and see 
what ideas he had concerning 
taxes. Afterwards he came back 
and said his father thought I 
might be right, but he still want- 
ed me to make a return.” 

From 1943 to 1949 there were 
more or less continuous visits 
from: Government agents, Some- 
times Acker went to see them. 
He gave them the run of his of- 
fice, he says, and they went 
through all of his sources of in- 
come, his checks and his broker- 
age accounts. “But,” he added, 


“T told them if they wanted to 
collect tax from me the initiative 
would have to come from them.” 

Why didn’t the Government get 
tougher all these years? Intel- 
ligence agents of the Collector’s 
office here, a normally close- 
mouthed lot, won’t say, but Acker 
has some ideas: “You know, at 
first it puzzled me. Any number 
of times I told them, ‘For God's 
sake, will you fellow’s get busy 
and do something.’ But maybe 
they figured they could wear me 
down by a sort of war of nerves, 
or scare me and let me forget 
about my principles.” 


Last fall, finally, he received 
a friendly invitation to call at 
the Justice Department in Wash- 
ington. “The man there—also 
very friendly — seemed to be 
mostly interested in Ohio poli- 
tics,” Acker reports. “You know, 
they breathe politics around 
there. His first question about my 
matter was, ‘Do you believe the 
tax is unconstitutional?’ and I 
said, ‘In its excesses, I certainly 
do.” I guess the man was pretty 
amazed, but he said he didn’t 
make policy, that he would write 
a report and I would hear in due 
course.” 


In February he had a letter 
from Washington saying the file 
had been turned over to the 
Cleveland United States District 
Attorney’s office. Shortly there- 
after he was arraigned and is 
now free on $5000 bond. The 
charge against him is one for a 
misdemeanor, failure to file a 
return for 1946, when he made 
$26,000. The maximum penalty is 
a year in jail and a $10,000 fine. 
An official in the office of United 
States Attorney Don C. Miller ex- 
plains that no fraud is involved 
because Acker took no willful 
positive action. He simply didn’t 
file the return.

Playing Canasta to Win

ERHAPS “signals” is a mis- 

leading word to describe the 

conventional meaning of first 
discards when a side needs 90 
or 120. Some readers may get the 
idea that these “signals” are pri- 
vate affairs known only to the 
partners who use them. That is 
not the case; they are recognized 
conventions, to be announced by 
the players. But those who do 
use them must realize that the 
“enemy is listening’; that infor- 
mation they give their partners 
is also given to their opponents. 
Sometimes the knowledge that 
the enemy is eavesdropping cre- 
ates an opportunity for profitable 
skulduggery. 

With both sides needing 120 
and the pack frozen by a red 
three, the dealer drew a card 
to this hand: 


Needing 120, you could hardly 
want a better hand. Not only do 
you have the 120 any time you 
want to meld it; you have three 
jokers, making it more difficult 
for the other players:to reach 
120. Yet, on this deal, though 
your partner had thrown a red 
card to announce his difficulty, 
both the opponents had thrown 
black cards to declare to each 
other that they had or hoped to 
have their 120 shortly. 

Under these circumstances, 
there was little to be gained by 
making the initial meld early, 
and less to be gained by announc-

ing to partner the ability to make 
it. It would be better to mislead 
the opponents and tell them that 
you did not expect to be able 
to make the minimum soon. That 
might lull them into letting the 
pack build up substantially before 
taking it, and perhaps into mak- 
ing unnecessarily risky discards 
that would make it easier for you 
to grab it first. 

The discard of your red four 
or five might pay the best divi- 
dends. Are you allowed to “lie” 
when you have announced that 
you are using a convention? Yes, 
as long as your partner is as 
much in the dark as your oppo- 
nents. And in this case it seems 
best tactics to let him worry un- 
necessarily for a few plays. 


Question: Our opponents have 
completed and piled a canasta. 
May we examine it to see the 
cards it cortains, and if so, for 
how long after it has been com- 
nleted? 


Answer: <Any player may 
spread and examine a canasta 
pile until the player who is next 
after the one who completed the 
canasta ends his turn by dis- 
carding. Thereafter a canasta is 
not subject to inspection.

Cleveland, except among the legal 
fraternity, but the papers did 
print parts of a lengthy statement 
from Acker wherein he said: 


“Without malice of any kind I 
have deliberately caused this 
complaint to be brought against 
me to test the constitutionality 
of the Federal income tax law 
in the only way I believe this 
question can be effectively raised. 


“No one doubts the right of 
the Government to tax reason- 
ably and honestly, but the issue 
here is much deeper. As a lawyer 
I have long held a sincere con- 
viction that the income tax law 
in its excesses is destroying the 
vitality of the American people. 
Taxes now consume about 28 per 
cent of the whole income of the 
people. About 90 per cent of 
these billions come out of the 
bread and butter of the working 
man. Taxes are no longer added. 
They are multiplied.” 


Among the questions he said he 
hoped to raise were these: “Does 
the Federal Government have un- 
limited power over the people’s 
income? Is there no limit to its 
power to confiscate the people’s 
substance by merely calling it a 
tax? Are we being taxed into a 
brand of Communism?” 


The Government men, finally 
somewhat nettled, issued a state- 
ment through Frank E, Steel, as- 
sistant United States Attorney. 
With an eye for the obvious pun, 
Steel told reporters: “If this is a 
question of principle, as Mr. 
Acker states, we think it ought to 
be stated, that there is another 
principal involved, the principal 
of some $90,000 in unpaid taxes 
plus interest and penalties.” 
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CKER counters that $20,000 
Ac $25,000 is the most he 

could possibly owe the Gov- 
ernment, and he likes to hark 
back to the good old days in 
February of 1913 when the 
Sixteenth Amendment was rati- 
fied and the power to levy 
income taxes was first vested in 
the Government. Even then, 
Acker says, the opposition pointed 
out that the tax rates might run 
from one to 50 per cent when the 
United States Supreme Court 
held the levy constitutional it was 
passing on rates that have little 
in common with those in effect 
today. 

“‘We have never had a clear-cut 
opportunity to re-examine the 
impact of the income tax on the 
economy as we now have it,” he 
claims. The diminutive barrister 
knows that he may well wind up 
behind bars. He would like to 
carry his case to the United 
States Supreme Court, but as a 
lawyer he is aware that the Court 
may refuse to hear it, or, as he 
puts it, “duck the question.” 

“I wouldn’t like to go to jail,” 
he admits, “nobody would. I 
spend my nights thinking about 
it, revolting at the idea. I keep 
thinking of walking in to the 
Government and say, ‘I’m sorry, 
I'll be a good boy and pay.’ That 
would be the easy way.” 

If he does go to jail, Acker 
says he hopes to find some solace 
in the possibility of becoming a 
cause celebre. “Of all the great 
men the world has seen,” he an- 
nounces with gestures to match 
the drama of the sentiment, “half 
have spent time in some Govern- 
ment jail for a political offense.” 


Contract 
Bridge

T is this writer’s view that in 

recent years there has been a 

tendency to over-simplify no- 
trump bidding. 

In the Culbertson system, sti ¢ss 
is laid upon the number of hun- 
ors in the responder’s hand, and 
the requirements for a raise are 
strictly qualified as follows: 

“With two to two and one-half 
honor tricks, a single raise is in 
order, but there must be strength 
in at least two suits.” 

Thus, when responder has a 
four-card suit headed by A-K-J, 
but holds nothing else of possible 
value, he has a questionable raise 
—one which should be given only 
if partner is an expert in the play 
of the cards and a fairly conserva- 
tive bidder besides. 

The writer is fully aware that 
one example, or a thousand exam- 
ples, prove little or nothing, but 
the following deal, taken from a 
high-stake rubber game, may be 
of interest.

It is true that North had a per- 
suasive raise, but since he could 
not produce as high a card as a 
10 in any suit outside of spades, 
the three-no-trump contract 
reached because of this raise 
proved to be unmakeable. South 
was favored with a heart lead up 
to his tenace, and he later made 
a good guess in clubs, driving o 
West’s ace by playing the jack, 
but all this did not result in nine 
tricks. 


This is no isolated case. A hand 
such as North’s is superficially 
attractive opposite a no-trump 
opening, but the fact that all of 
the values are in one four-oard 
or shorter suit should give the 
holder pause. It is a pretty good 
rule to follow, that honors should 
be more scattered for a raise.

Relieving Nervous Tension

EFORE making an address 

in a Midwestern town one 

evening not long ago, I was 
entertained at dinner by a group 
of business and professional 
men. The conversation finally 
got around to the prevailing 
nervous tension of our time. 

There was a young physicia 
in the group and I asked him 
what I, as a pastor, could do 
to help people relieve this ten- 
sion. “In many cases you can 
do more than I can,” he 
answered. “To live peacefully 
with their nerves, all most peo- 
ple need to do is just to practice 
their religion. 

“I wouldn't have made that 
statement before the war,” he 
went on. “I had drifted away 
from my church, never read the 
Bible, scarcely ever prayed. 
But, when I got out of the army 
and came back home, I began 
to find that I couldn't cure 
many of the people I met in 
private practice by medicine. 
Pills alone won't do the job 
when people aren't living right 
or aren’t thinking right.” 

* — . 

THIS YOUNG DOCTOR’S 
opinion is shared by many other 
physicians. Another medical 
man recently wrote me: 
“About 60 per cent of my pa- 
tients are spiritually ill: you 
might even call them neurotic. 
We need to refer such people to 
their minister, priest or rabbi. 
Modern souls are sick to such 
an extent that the organs of 
the body are in pain. I hope 
in time we can make people 
realize the relationship between 
sick souls and sick bodies.” 

Many of these illnesses which 
doctors say they cannot cure 
by medicine result from nervous 
tension. Sometimes we com- 
plain that “our nerves are in 
bad shape” or that they are 
“shot to pieces.” The truth 
is that there is rarely anything 
wrong with the nerves them- 
selves for they are merely com- 
munication lines that run like 
telephone wires between the 
brain and all parts of the body. 
Where, then, is the trouble? 
The trouble is in the mind— 
it becomes confused, harassed 
and tired all too quickly and 
rebels against the strain we put 
on it.

HOW CAN YOU relieve your 
mind from strain and pressure? 
How can you relieve the ten- 
sion? Here are some simple 
steps which can be practiced 
daily: 


utes each day thinking of the 
most peaceful scenes you ever 
saw—a mountain at sunset: a 
valley filled with the hush of 
early morning; the deep woods 
at midday; or moonlight on the 
water. Go back in memory and 
mentally relive those scenes. 
This will break the tension of 
your immediate activity and 
give you somewhat the same re- 
sult you gain by taking a vaca- 
tion (and a lot more cheaply, 
too). 

2. Sit quietly for a moment 
and conceive of your mind as 
the surface of a lake tossed by 
waves and wind. Then let the 
waves subside and the wind die 
down and the lake's surface be- 
come placid and unruffled. Re- 
peat these words: “And he 
arose, and rebuked the wind, 
and said unto the sea, Peace, 
be still. And the wind ceased, 
and there was a great calm.” 

3. Get a mental collection of 
words expressing calmness. 
During spare moments through- 
out the day, while driving, walk- 
ing or going about your work, 
repeat a few of them slowly, 
deliberately bringing out their 
melody and meaning. 

4. The fourth step was sug- 
gested to me by one of New 
York’s busiest physicians. When 
business men who are victims 
of nervous tension consult him. 
he often by-passes involved 
treatment by telling his pa- 
tients, “Take time out every 
day to sav a quiet prayer—it 
can be the equivalent of many 
pills.”
